IT'S HIGH TIME that the retail business establishments 
of Palm Springs were given the proper recognition by 
the other interests in the community. It is the enteipuse 
of these men and women that has contributed as much 
a« anv other factor in the advancement of the commu­ 
nity. th e ir stores, shops, cafes and many mercantile lines 
add to the convenience and comfort of every resident. 
Their investments in real estate, improvements, lentals 
and merchandise—and the employment they provide— 
creates local prosperity. In addition to their business in­ 
terests, most of them maintain homes here. 
The retail merchants are called upon to support a 
wide range of community activities and welfare, they 
pav high rentals and license fees, real estate taxes and 
a "tax on their stock of merchandise. Many are called 
upon to donate time from their businesses to assist in 
community activities. 
. 
Yet when public issues arise the interests of the retail 
merchants are often given little consideration. Many of 
them complain of an uncooperative or unsympathetic a t­ 
titude by various departments of the city government. 
It is not th at they are abused, just th at they are not 
looked upon as an'asset to the community—a failure on 
♦ he part of other elements to look upon the m erchants 
in a friendly and helpful attitude. 
, 
The retail business men and women have had little 
representation in the city council. This is. perhaps, their 
own fault—and due some to the difficulty of spending 
the necessary time away from their stores. No m atter 
what the cause, their interests should be considered the 
growth and prosperity of the entire Village depends a 
great deal upon the welfare of its retail merchants. 
A case at point is the granting by the city council of 
a liquor permit for serving at the Field Club during the 
Horsemen’s convention next month. It is likely all 
in this ease—and no serious complaint is being 
because the crowd may be more than regular establish­ 
ments can handle—but it is setting a bad precedent. The 
temptation may be for other groups to ask for the same 
privilege. The council and other interests should be inor® 
considerate of the merchants than they have been. This 
case is cited as only an example and not as the reason for 
this article.

Calif. Auto Production 


That California is. and has been, the 
leading state in the number of auto­ 
mobiles owned is old stuff. But that 
California is becoming ever more im­ 
portant in the production of cars— 
this fact might be classed as new stuff. 
No less an authority than the heavy 
industry magazine Iron Age reports 
th at the Golden State will turn out 
800,000 
cars 
and 
trucks 
this 
year. 
W hat's more, auto manufacturers now 
buy a quarter of a billion dollars worth 
o f ' parts and equipment on the West 
Coast annually. 
It isn't likely that California will 
eclipse the Detroit area as an automo­ 
bile production center—at least, not in 
the foreseeable future. But our State 
is surely destined for a role of increas­ 
ing importance in the car m anufactur­ 
ing field. We have the skilled m an­ 
power to produce automobiles, we have 
the population to use them and we 
have the billions in resources of our 
outstanding banking system to help 
finance both their production and pur­ 
chase. Add to these factors the fine 
highways and the wide open spaces of 
the W est and it is apparent why Cali­ 
fornia and the automobile just take 
naturally to each other. 
In commenting on California's rise 
in the field of auto production The 
Christian Science Monitor said: "When 
California, the state which produces 
one-fourth of the Nation's commercial 
vegetables and one-half its supply of 
fruit, begins also to produce one-tenth 
of the 
total 
output of automobiles, 
then there is indeed a new' economic 
and political center of gravity on the 
American West Coast.” 


Who's hoarding? 


The Administration is urging citi­ 
zens and business concerns alike not 
to hoard. This has been backed up by 
legislation designed to discourage “wild 
stockpiling.” But at the same time, and 
as we well know, Uncle Sam is carry­ 
ing on one of the biggest “hoarding' 
programs the world has ever seen. He 
has so much surplus food stacked up in 
warehouses or lying in open fields th at 
not even the Korean war can make an 
appreciable dent in the supply. Uncle 
has offered to sell meat for 5 cents a 
pound to foreign governments belong­ 
ing to the Food and Agricultural Or­ 
ganization. He's willing to sell butter 
for 15 cents a pound and cheese for 
7U 
cents. 
The 
Government 
bought 
these at high prices but that's "all 
right"— it's just the taxpayer's money 
th at goes down the drain. Other foods 
are also in enormous oversupply such 
as wheat, corn and soybeans. Well, as 
long as we continue to have fat sub­ 
sidies for farmers we’ll have fat sur­ 
pluses in warehouses and thin wallets 
in the taxpayers’ pockets. 


Logical Choice 


Few will begrudge the award of the 
1950 Nobel Peace Prize to Dr. Ralph 
Bunche. In view of his outstanding 
work as meditator in settling the con­ 
flict between the Arabs and Jews it 
would have been almost impossible to 
overlook him for this honor. 
The grandson of an American Negro 
slave, Dr. Bunche is the first of his 
race and the eleventh American to re­ 
ceive the Peace Prize which this year 
amounts to .S'23,000. 
Not only is the award a fitting rec­ 
ognition of his outstanding statesm an­ 
ship and his devotion to the cause of 
peace, but it symbolizes the rapid rise 
of the Negro people of America to po­ 
sitions of greater prominence and re­ 
sponsibility. This rise has been accel­ 
erated in recent years as the artificial 
walls of prejudice have crumbled to a 
marked degree in the face of the en­ 
lightened recognition of the Negro's 
proper place in the community. 
The American people, regardless of 
their individual national origin, may- 
well feel proud of Dr. Bunce as one of 
the great citizens of this country and 
of the world.

Big flood 
control nears 
tompletion 
W ithin thrpp months thp flood 
control project now nearing com­ 
pletion in Ihe southeast section 
of the city will bp completed 
affording better protection to 
those homes located in the area 
south of Ramon road, according 
to George Minturn. city engineer. 
M inturn cited the flash flood 
of July 23. 1048 as evidence of 
the need of protection for that 
area. On that day three inches 
of rain fell within 24 hours and 
m any houses were severely dam ­ 
aged by the resulting sheets of 
w ater which swept across Ramon 
road. 
Thp project, which is the cli­ 
m ax of three years’ negotiations 
for rights of way. consists of a 
drainage canal running parallel 
to thp north side of Ramon road 
to thp east side of the intersection 
at Sunrise w ay where it veers 
southeast under Ramon r o a d 
and under Sunrise way and out 
onto the lowlands beyond. 
Two bridges, one across the 
canal under each road, com­ 
plete the project. 
The construelon work is being 
done hv tthp Riverside County 
Blood Control District and is be­ 
ing paid for by an assessment 
on the taxpayers of the district. 
The work w as begun about Aug­ 
ust 1st and will control the wat 
ers of Baristo wash.

Doctor Everett M. Stone. M.D..

today that a course for all food 
handlers in the Riverside area 
will be given during the month 
of October. There will he three 
sessions to the course, all held 
on Fridays and there will he 
a duplicate meeting each day 
to allow all food handlers lo 
attend. The dates arc October 
6, 13 and 20, from 2:30 p.m. 
to 4:00 p. m.. and from 8:00 p. m. 
to 9:30 p. m. 
This is part of a county-wide 
program of education to im ­ 
prove food sanitation standards 
in public eating places, this 
course offers food handlers an 
opportunity to learn the best 
and safest methods of storing 
and handling food for the pro 
tection of their own and their 
patron's health. “Proper sanita­ 
tion in food handling is a most 
important factor in controlling 
communicable 
diseases in 
a 
community," a s s e r t s Doctor 
Stone. He adds "that restaurant 
workers who learn and apply 
up-to-date principles of f o o d 
sanitation are fulfilling a vital 
trust to the public they serve."
